A startling story of starvation Among 
the miners in the mountains east ot 
Snohomish reached here yesterday by 
•E. T. Keitand IVitz Ellingstone, who 
had been for fifty hours without foot. 
The freshets hentmed the miners in, and 
4m aeconnt of their exhausted condition, 
I thev wore unable to get to the transport 
and obtain a new Bhpply of food. Keit 
and EllingHtone are the only men out of 
fifty miners who started for Snohominh 
last Monday to get in. The others 
dropped along the route from sheer ex 
haustion and wont of food and It is 
feared that they are lost in the woods. 
The survivors had scarcely any clothing 
when they arrived, which, with their 
phacbad and gannt featnrea, dombly 
testified to thetmthof thdr alarmina 
tale. " 

Railroad traffic has been abont entire- 
ly suspended, and what little is being 
done trans'''?rs have to be made at 
big washoutb and landslides. The Seat 
tie and Northern railroad trouble will 
not be repaired for sevei^ days, tbe 
break being worse than at first sap- 
posed. The Everett and Monte Cristo 
road is in sarh bad shape that repairs 
will not be completed -for dzty aays. 
The Seattle and Montana began ran- 
ning trains north yesterday, making 
several transfers, nit the transoonti 
nental line^of the Great Northern is in 
such bad coodltion on both sides of tho 
Cascade that there is danger of the line 
not bein«( completed ttds winter, a nam- 
ber of bridges and grades being washed 
oat along the Weoatchie river and Icicle 
oreek. 

The floods, while giving employment 
to many men, has led to somewhat of a 
ftenine in beef and milk. Besides the 
delay > in shipping prodncts much 
itook has been drowned. The maddy 
waters of the sound has completely 
stopped the profitable salmon fisheries 
for « time. 

A remarkable landslide occurred on 
Vam Tacoma and Steilaooom railroad 
The breaking away of a high embank 
ment revealed several bnndred dollars 
in fi20 gold pieces. Several men in the 
Tidnitv qoickly gathered np the coins, 
and the news of the find soon spread. 
The money is supposed to have been 
bnried tber > some years ago by John 
Look, a prosperoos brewer of Steila- 
ooom, who was believed to be wealthy, 
bnt as he was not known to have had 
any relatives, it was somewhat of a 
nysterjr at tM tims of his death where 
his money went, and this discovery may 
lead to its recovery. FurUier March 
will lijtely be instituted.

Rum(jr had it that Mayliar had m<ide 
way with several wive.s and'the coroner 
determined to hold an iiuiuest. The 
body of wife No. 5 was disinterreil niid 
the fitoniach, brain and lungs were (sent 
to the state chemist for analysi.-*. It di-- 
closed strychnine poisoning, and tlie 
jury Wednesday rendered a verdict in 
accordance with tho facts. It is statei 
that there was an insurance of !j;'),(KMt on 
the life of Mrs. Mayhar, which was 
taken out after her mnrriage. 

Mayhar is sixty years old and a native 
of Ireland. When twenty-one years oM 
ho married a California woman, whc 
soon died of consumption. Mayhar says. 
In 18GH he marned a Mrs. Travis. In 
two years she was t.-iken sick and died. 
Three months later Mayhar married 
Mattie Hoon, a Sidney (la.) woman. She 
lived twelve years. The Mayhars moved 
to Axtelle, Kan., and one morning wifo 
No. 3 died while at the breakfast table. 
After the lapse of three years Mayh.i; 
married Miss Anna Lamb, of Sidnev. 
They went to Axtelle, and there wif ; 
No. 4 died of spinal trooble. oooording 
to Mayhar's story. Hmo Mayhar mar 
ried Mrs. Erbeck.

It also gave notice that no measure 
tending to legalise a lottery can be sup- 
ported.

IN AN INSANE ASYLUM. 



Di-ath uf Ontt of \V;iHl',iii^tiii>'K Vt'.-U 
Known Clianict. r<. 

WAbiiiNOTON, Nov. 25.— The death is 
just announced of "Colonel" Morris 
Pinchovor, one of Washington's most 
widely known characters, and whi).-e 
reputation, in fart, extended far beyond 
the capital. Ho died of pneumonia in 
the United States insane asylum. 

To all prominent congrestmen ami 
senators and to manv others in puhli 
life, the name and claims of ■■Coioiu l 
Pinchover were familiar. He was of 
German birth, and was at one time 
prosperous business man in Haiti more hut 
rewrses wrecked his fortune and ids in- 
tellect. He believed himself heir to 
millions, and that conspirators were 
keeping him from taking possession of 
his property, and he ounied around witii 
him a circular tin box containing nnuier 
ous papers and charts to establish his 
claims. For a long time lie was regard- 
ed as a haruilecs crank and his ^lant 
figure was a source of amusement 
aronnd e!ongre«8, the departments an ! 
the cotirts. 

It was quite easy to get rid of him by 
makim; a pretense of endorsing his pa- 
pers and referring him to some promi- 
nent public man whom he wonld imme- 
diately start in search of, and as those 
who tiiiis amuse themselves generally 
gave him some small gratuity he man- 
aged to live and mosne his "claims" 
from day to day. At last, however, his 
threats be;<an to take sjiecifio form, 
being « liielly directed against two of the 
district jndtres and Mr. Sam Randall, 
then rhaii' laii of the house conimitt'-e 
on appiDjiriatiDiis. He gradually settled 
down with tlie opinion that Mr. Han 
dall was the chief conspirator against 
him, and his demonstrations against the 
distinguished roiins} iVaniau l^ame so 
violent that it was found necessary to 
send tho poor crazy "colonel" to the in- 
sane asylui '. There he died two days 
1o,»ttlia agsof BTen^thm .

Captain W. B. I^ldgers told the famil- 
iar st<n} of the voyage of the steamer 
Little Bill on the morning of July 8, 
when the Pinkerton guards were trans- 
ported on the barges to Homestead. 
His testimony developed nothing new, 
as was the case with all otlu r witm s^es 
who had previously testified before the 
house committM in July. 

E.T-Pre»ident Weihe. of the Amal- 
gamated association, described the range 
of wages t)f tiie Homesteatl mill men. 
phiciiig the average at $3 per day. He 
exnhuucd the a.ssuciation's methods of 
holding conferences, and said concilia- 
tion was always practical, when possi- 
ble. 

"I think," said Mr. Weihe, "that the 
Carnegie couipany could easily have 
paid the old wages to the men affected 
by the re<luction, and be largely ahead 
today. The reduction affected ronr de- 
partments—about HOO men, or less than 
one-tenth of the whole number. The 
men would not have fired upon regular 
troo;)s or militia, or other regularly 
constituted authority, as they did upon 
the Pinkertons. Had the company been 
willing to keep up friendly conferences 
after Jtme 24 the trouble would prob- 
ably have been settled amicably. I 
heard no threats of destroying the mill 
proi>erty. and when asked to go with 
the sheriff to aid in restraining the men 
on .luly 6, 1 thought liest to seek an in- 
terview with Mr. Frick and ask him to 
withdraw the barges. I was refused an 
interview with Mr. Frick, and soon 
'aft^r heard of the burning of th« 
barges. 

"Most of our labor troubles are caused 
by foreigners who can not speak the 
English language and are unacquainted 
with American ideas, and who can not 
be taught the highest duties of Amer- 
ican citizenship. I think the gMMTSl 
govemmmt should take prompt megs - 
ures to stop unrestricted unmignition. 
The labor organisations would sustain 
anv party in enacting a law to remedy 
this evil. There was no necessity for 
emplo3ring armed guards at Homestead. 
W. G. Roberts, ex-vice president of the 
Amalgamated association, and a prom- 
inent member of the famous advisory 
committee of Homestead, did noit ap- 
prove of the action of July 9. The men 
thought the reductitm was intended to 
force a strik'^ and looked upon the em- 
nloyment of Pinkerton mm as an un- 
fair way of enforcing submission. 

"The CMMPgie company has a *black» 
list,' and does not rer!i--f> to employ men 
who took port in the i-t. i !;o. Hatrad for 
the Pinkertons caused the trouble on 
July 6, but tho fact that the workmen 
do not share adeiiuately in the profits of , 
big concerns is woat oooses the rscUsM 
spirit. 

"C'ompnlsory arbitration established 
by the government, the board having 
ftill power its decision. U the best meth* 
od of adjusting wage disputes. 

"I knu\7 that the offers of the Home- 
stead men to protect the company's 
property was made in good faith. 

Judge Thomas Melton stated that tha 
lack of prcjinised enforcement of the law 
by county sheriffs necessitates the em- . 
ploytneut of armed guards by larg» 
companies. Sheriffs are slow in per- 
forming this kind of duty on oooount of 
itstiolitical effect. 

Ilie committee then adjourned to 
meet in New York Saturday morning, 
at which time Bobfrt A. PiaMrtw wul 
testify.

The structure was badly iliniii^'cd, not- 
withstanding the prompt cQbrta to exr 
ti$gDish the flames, and the oongrega- 
tion is attain without a liotise inwhioHto 
worship, for the time being. 

The firs wfl^ona of the most stubborn 
and one of the most diffi Milt to fl>?htthat 
has occurred in tliis city lor years. 

The union Thaniugivin^ Hervicee were 
to be held in the church. In the pulpit 
eat Dr. Hays, who was to (U-liver the ser- 
mon. To his left were Pi atcd Hove. C. J. 
Nugent and C. S. Lucas, while Qevs. 
Robert Patrick aod D. P. Holt occupied 
aeats at his right. The auditorium was 
lorowded, many oeeupying chain in the 
main ^le«. 

The choir Imd siiiip; an anthem, the 
IMMtor Bev. C. J. Nugent had read the 
P^i|«)f I ThapiksfiTing proclamation, 
and Rev. D. P. Holt, ))aator of the 
Third street M. £. Church, had announced 
the hymn, "America"— My country, ' tia 
of thee,"— and had about finished read- 
ing it, when the alarm was given. Ac- 
companying the cry — " The church is on 
fire"— came • nf^ of amoke throngh the 
registers. 

The qezt instant most of th« oongre- 
gation were on the point of, making a 
mad rush for the doors, and there was 
ptT of a wild panic in which many 
wotdtt iy> doubt lure been injured, but 
Judge Cole anid Mveral of the ofRcers of 
the church,— Messrs. John C. Adamson, 
J. D. Bruer, John W. Bouldbn, C. C. Cal- 
houn and E. P. Browning being among 
the number — wore 110:11- tli(> door aii<i 
their appeals to the crowd tu Iceep cool 
•lid' their aararance that there was no 
immeiiiato danger partially quieted the 
frightened people, and all were soon 
safely oat oi the baming building. Sev- 
eral women came near fainting in the ex- 
citement and rush to escape from the 
room. 

The alarm waa promptly responded to 
and the Washington Fire Company was 
on the scene in a few minutes, followed 
a little later b J thf]f«ptuue and Amazons. 
Bat in tliia abort i^M^ the basement had 
become so flUgA lH^ amoka that it vaa 
suffocating. 

All thooght tli* In woald be extin- 
guished in afew minutes. .Several streams 
werp turned on through the basement 
windows, bat the smoke steadily became 
more dense. The under part of the floor- 
ing had caught from the furnaces, and it 
Was a diflScult mattor to reach the flames 
with the streama. All hoped to extin- 
guish the are without turniijg the water 
into the auditorium, but the bla/.o finally 
burst through the flooring, and the hose 
waa then carried in and the carpet waa 
flooded. The smoke in the room was so 
stifling that no one could remain in it 
more than a few minutes at a time. The 
firemen worked lieroically and persia- 
tedt^ hpweiver. iioles were llnally cut 
throtai^^tlia floor, and atreama ware at 
last playing on the flamon. Then a few 
men managed to reach the basemen^, 
iHd the iliii wfi»*«Mlngui8hod| aihit a» 
hoar and a half of hard work. 

It was the hardest light the firemen 
have had for years. Owiugto the location 
of the fliamM. and the trouble in reaching 
them, enough water waa used to put out 
a 4ozen ordinary fires. 

As already stated, the fire caught from 
the f amaoea. They were constroetad too 
close to the floor, and the timbar ba- 
oame so hot that it finally ignited. 

It is difiScult to asthnate tiut damage, 
but it ia thought f^,m) will cover it. A 
new floor will have to be put in, aud the 
charohre-fr«iooed, probably. The organ, 
piainoi pulpit furniture and chairs for the 
flonday a^ool room were all gotten out, 
bat ^a oaipet and furniture of tka aadt- , 
toriam were badly damaged. 

The loss on the building is fully covered 
by insnranoe, the amount of the policies 
])! inK $5,000 in the Royal, Daley 

<Si Baldwin agents, and 12,500 in the 
Phcsnix, of Hartford, Mr. John W. Boul- 
den agent. Unforttanately there waa no 
insurance on the furniture. 

Tbji officera and the members of the 
oongragation deaire, through the Bou.a- 
Tur, to expreaa their apprecUtion of the 
heroic efforts to save the building, and to 
ratom thauka to the many who worked 
aohaid aad'a6fdtflfully inextinguiahing 
the flames, and especially to the mem- 
bers of the fire companies; also tu the 
tkon^tiol frieada who fumiahed the 
coffee to the firemen. 

Tlje work of repairing will be com-

December — , 1891, the carpantar ahop 
of Conrad Phister and carriage shop of 
Jonathan Bierbower on tiie east aide of 
QAva aHey were destroyed. Tha flames 
also destroyed the Metluxlist Church on 
the site of the present one. The church 
which boraad at that time had been 
erected in 1821-22, and was the third 
house of worship erected on the spot, 
the ptaaant ehordi being tha fKtfa one on I 
the lot. 

On April 19, 1850, a destructive fire 
originatad in MUton Oulbertson's stable 
on the comer of Second and Sutton, de- 
stroying the stable, a salt shed, Drs. Hell 
& Murphy's office and the Presbyterian 
Church, and badly damaging the Phoenix 
engine house and Bierbower's carriage 
works, and Conrad Phis tor's carpenter 
ahop. Tha Preabyterian Church waa a 
two-story brick ■traotnie, on tha pnaant 
site of the opaia hooaa, and waa aracted 

in 1821.

Thl) 
Boit is to be followed, ihe eaya, by one 
for damages and eome etartUng rerela- 
tioin« are promised. 

Mias NerrfH told ft number of re- 
porters yesterday af temooQ aome of the 
•boaes which were practiced on the 
Island. She said that for the first thir- 
teen days she was there the patiento 
ooald not leave their beds, as there were 
no clothes in which to drsaa them. 
Manv of them were, therefore, confined 
to tbeir beds after they were well 
enoogh to be about. There was plenty 
of clothing aant down by charitable 
people, she said, bat it waa not given to 
the patients. . Sha bad seen many bun 
dies of clothing in the parlor of Suiter 
intendent Bntler's house, but none oi it 
reached the hospital. 

Miss Nenes also said that snpplios, 
irbl^ she has since learned, were 
inrdered and paid for by the qnorantine 
commission, out they never reached the 
island. Miss Nerres said that for several 
days after she irot there she had to 
bathe the male as well as the female 
patients. Continuing, she said: "I 
wafe made sick by the attendants cre- 
nating six rorpses at one time. This is 
•Mdnst the rules, but that made no 
dUlerenoe to the men down there. After 
thsjr bad cremated the six corpsee, they 
took aU the ashes out of the crematory 
together and divided the bulk into six 
parts. 

"Each of the parts was placed in a 
bottle which was labelled with the 
name of one of the six persons which 
the indiscriminate mass of ashes repre- 
sented and the bottles were given to 
Mends of the dead as their ashes. No 
dlort was m|de to keep the ashes sepa- 
rate, and consequently each bottle prob- 
aUjr holds ashes of six men, women 
IHM obildren included in the combina- 
tion cremation. The regular nurses 
were generally drunk and they gambled 
regularly instead of attending to their 
professional duties. I never saw such a 
state ot attain anywhere as existed on 
Swinbome Island while I was there."
